The combative disposition has 
Vtcu planted in tlie liurnau char- 
acter tor u noble purpose by the 
all wisM) Creator, aud wheu our 
■jbaracter, integrity, rights or 
iirivikges are assailed, it rises up 
in iii'i'-'UBe of that which has been 
iuherited, as equal members oi a 
common Fatherhood; and neith- 
er tbe Gospel of Christ nor the 
dignity ot manhood forbids the 
legitimate use ot the power. 

It ts perfectly natural tor the 
Brethren, in their correspond- 
ence, to refer to the Annual 
Meeting branch ot the Tun leer 
church. What men work at, 
think about, are interested in 
sad talk about, they write about ; 
•ud to them it would be a work 


ot extreme difficulty to eliminate 
from their correspondence every- 
thing tbat might arouse curiostiy 
in the mind of tbe uninformed 
and disinterested leader, and if 
we would exercise our privileges 
to the full' extent in that diree 
tioii,tnauy com m un ival ions would 
Iti- reudered unintelligible, in- 
complete and m i sat i factory to 
the writer and the majority of 
tbe readers. 

Our brother is away in an ito 
latcd ami undisturbed field and 
is not affected with the contagion 
as those are who have stood in the 
trout waveot the revolution that 
has Leen raging in the confines 
ot the Tunker Church; and from 
this statidpoint and without tlie 
fire which enthuses many a 
brother's heart who is hand and 
soul in the contest, tbe scene, to 
bim, has an unpleasant aspect, 
if not an unchristian appearance. 
The fact is tbe opposition is 
relentless in its persecution, and 
every advantage is readily taken 
to place our people at a disad- 
vantage and weaken the Cause 
which they represent and its in- 
fluence for good, and misrepre- 
sentation and falsehood must be 
corrected. The Scriptures make 
it obligatory upon 'he Christian 
to defend his works — let not yonr 
good be evil i^okeu of. 

The whole Christian lite, is a 
life of warring, rfitt, tbe flesh 
and (he adversary are oppoaed 
to all righteousness, and the 
earth is the battle ground where 
victory must be scored or defeat 
sustained. Christ declares of 
himself that be came not to send 
peace on earth, but a sword, aud 
to set at variance family aeao- 
ciates, and occasion enemies in 
the same household. This is 
done, not by making some mem- 
bers of tbe household wicked, 
but by making some oue right 
eous, whose light exposes the 
wickedness of the unsanctified 
members. But we are not wrest- 
ling against flesh and blood, in 
this case, but against principal 
i ties end powers that seek to take 
away our Christian liberty aud 
the privilege of worshipping 
God as be has directed in his 
written Word ; aud when we do 
this, we do nothing more than 
Christ did tor in. His warfare 
was not with carnal weapons — 
neither is ours — but. He assailed 
the adversaries ot troth and 
broke down the traditions of tbe 
elders, with language tbat was 
at once severe and comprehen- 
sive; and the fact that his mis 
sion was intended for the whole 
world did not deter bim from 
stating tbe truth about the rulers 
of the Jews. 

We are in tbe contest now, 
and we must beg the kindly in- 
dulgence of our western brother, 
the many peace- loviug sisters 
who comprise a good portion ot 
our constituency, aud our well- 
wishers everywhere who are hot 
agitated as we, until the powers 
are rebuked tbat sought to glory 
in our fifth by arbitrary and un- 
scriptural dictation in matters of 
personal habit and customs of 
dress, wheu we will return to the 
cultivation of iunocency in tbe 
liberty of Gospel independence 
in which we will gladly welcome 
our brother and correspondent 
as a co worker to the glory and 
honor of God and our Lord.

It is an interesting communi- 
cation in several respects, and is 
a .true index to the writer's 
heart — at least we believe it is — 
and exhibits a devotion to prin- 
ciple amidst temptations and in- 
ducements, tbat is, indeed, wor- 
thy of a true soldier of the Cross, 
and a follower of Christ. Such 
obedience to Ihe dictates of con- 
science cannot fail to arouse 
Ihoughta of admiration and fill 
the soul with strength, and it 
shall not go unrewarded.

The Keeper* of the Unspeakable 
Hirhes. 

Tbe doctrine that whatever is, 
is right, seems to be manifestly 
false, aud unworthy of our atten- 
tion ai a proposition of investi- 
gation ; but there have been 
many things in the world which 
served a most useful purpose, 
and they receive nothing but 
condemnation from modern pens 
and tongues. 

One ot those is the Moneatery. 
It is seldom that that institu- 
tion and its lone inhabitant re- 
ceive the credit tbat they 
deserve, but they are no longer 
necessary. As an existing institu- 
tion tbe monestery would be an 
excrescence as a part of any re- 
ligious system. But it was not 
so in tbe dark ages. During 
that long period of intellectual 
darkness, when the sun of 
knowledge seemed to nave set 
forever, and there were only a 
lew scattered stars of intellectual 
light; the monk, in hia silent 


cloister off in tbe sheltered re- 
treat, watched over tbe intellect 
B*l and divine lore tbat previ- 
ous ages and God had intrnsttd 
to bis keeping. To the archives 
of the monestery modern ages 
are indebted for. ihe writings of 
the early moralists and philoso 
phers; to the monk we are 
indebted tor the preservation of 
the Bible, tbe Old Testament 
and the New, in their original 
purity, and tbey kept them 
witb a jealous eye, in secret, 
while wars and famine, destruct- 
ive Hoods and raging fires pre- 
vailed around ; and there they 
were found when Eternal Orii 
ninoteuce deuidvd to daw n a 
new intellects*] and religious 
era One of the most valuable 
manuscripts ot tbe New Testa- 
ment was used as a stool in 
a cloister. The art of reading it 
was lost, but the mysterious 
workings of God were there and 
it was preserved and made of 
very little value aa an article be- 
longing to tbe institution and be- 
came easy, prey to the enlighten- 
ed seeker after the written Word 
of the heavenly Father. 

For the philosophies and ethics 
of antiquity, other than the Bi- 
ble, Christians are not under sucb 
a debt of reverence to those in- 
stitutions; but for preserving the 
words of life and everlasting 
happiness, all should reverence 
them aa a creation of God's, for 
banding to subsequent genera 
tions that which is able to make 
men wise unto salvation. 

The Truth, it is true, was kept in 
tbe Vatican of Rome, hut it was 
sealed against the scholar, aud 
has remained sealed onto this 
day, Tbe Pope, the embodi- 
ment of assumed omnipotence, 
carried the key, and had that 
been the only Scriptures, tbe 
world would yet be ignorant re 
garding the teachings of the Bin 
ner's Friend.

TheCeatof Religion. 

The remark: is frequently 
made by men who have no inter- 
est in religion, that, witb all the 
preaching, praying and expense 
the world is becoming more 
wicked aa time passes. 

The question is not to be dis- 
cussed here, whether the world 
ie becoming more wicked or not ; 
but according to the law of rela- 
tion, nothing else can be' ex- 
pected. 

The cost of the maintenance 
of religion in the United States 
is estimated at one-half a cent 
per annum for each individual, 
besides salaries to ministers, 
which amounts to about thirteen 
cents. Think about it. There 
is paid annually in' the United 
States about nine hundred' mil- 
lion dollars for intoxicating 
drinks, an average of seventeen 
dollars to each inhabitant ; aud 
the beverages are little more than 
an ally to the power of darkness. 

The last census shows that 
83,168 lawyers receive $35,000, ■ 
000 annually, while 37,000 min- 
ister receive only f 6,000,000. 
Even 15,000,000 is spent every 
year to support the dogs of the 
country. 

No wonder the world appears 
to be growing more wicked.

imposed on the sale of the Script- 
ures by the provincial authorities 
at Erzroom will be removed, 
through the intervention of Gen. 
Wallace, American Minister to 
Turkey. 

The descendants of the Huge- 
nots in Holland, Switzerland and 
Germany are making arrange- 
ments to celebrate the 18th of 
October, the Bi centenary of tbe 
Revocation of the edict of Nan- 
tes, by which their ancestors 
were driven out ot France and 
found a warm reception in those 
countries. Doubtless the same 
recognition of this great event 
event in the history of Protest- 
antism, and of the religious world 
will be made in this country, 
where the refugees proved the 
salt of our land and its people, 
aud where their descendants 
preserve the noble characteristics 
of their forefathers.
